CHAPTER 138

AN ACT to amend 343.07 (1) of the statutes, relating to throwing or depositing matches,
burning tobacco or other burning material on or along public highways or parkways.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

343.07 (1) of the statutes is amended to read:
343.07 MATCHES, LIGHTED CIGARETTES, DEBRIS, ETC. ON HIGH`'VAYS;

PENALTY. (1) No person shall throw or otherwise deposit any match, lighted cigar
* * *, cigarette, burning tobacco or other burning material or empty any lighted pipe

or other type of debris, including bottles, beer cans, garbage, or waste materials on or
along any public highway * * *, parkway or railroad right of way in this state.
